S 
O few of us are really free. But it is largely by choice that we are not. 
We self-imprison ourselves! 
At this writing I am in a big house in the country—all alone. Outside 
the breaking of Springtime is everywhere in the air. The trees are grow­ 
ing denser in foilage and everywhere the earth is bursting its hidden life. 
The dogwood has taken upon its garment of white, like a huge covering of 
lace.* The spring at the lower end of the hill gushes its cool waters. The 
thrushes are gathering tw'igs for their new homes, sending out their 
happy songs through the sunlight. 
And yet four walls hold me. Beauty and the concentrated thoughts 
of hundreds of human beings, through their written books, are all about 
me. Perfect silence reigns. There is a consciousness, however, of voices 
all about me, of murmurs of unrequited love, of thwarted dreams, of 
stunted ambitions, evident in page after page of so many of the volumes 
that line my shelves. People self-imprisoned—with hope all on the out­ 
side—so much of it lost forever! 
In a sense, each of us is a Jail which each of us has established. We 
are the sole keeper as well. Into ourselves we lock up some of the most 
precious of our gifts and our possibilities—fearing to turn them into the 
stream of the world where they might bless into untold years. 
We guard the love we own, also, knowing full well that love was 
created to give away—to be lavished, and to be used to enlarge a world 
all too selfish and material. 
Why do we thus imprison ourselves? The solitary bird, in the great 
forest, gives forth its song unstintingly, and the flower of the dessert 
touches the hot air of summer with all the fragrance and beauty that it 
owns. Are we less important? 
Should intelligence block our way to the 
completest of freedom? 
Every smothered impulse of noble thought, or expression in act, 
stunts our growth and personality. It doesn’t m atter so much if we are 
adequately appreciated. 
T hat we have freely lived—and given fully—is 
all that matters.

Some 14 years ago the League of 
Nations treaty was rejected largely 
because it contained this language: 
“The members of the league un­ 
dertake to respect and preserve as 
against external aggression the ter­ 
ritorial integrity and existing politi­ 
cal independence of all members of 
the league. 
“In case of any such agression or 
in case of any threat or danger of 
such aggression the council (of the 
league, of which the United States 
was to have been a member) shall 
advise upon the means by which this 
obligation shall be fulfilled.” 
The other day at Geneva the 
American spokesman, Norman H. 
Davis, said: 
"We (the United States) are will­ 
ing to consult the other states in 
case of a threat to peace with a view 
to averting conflict.” 
Supporters of the league treaty 
contended the "non-agression” ar­ 
ticle merely bound this country to 
consult, and not to act. but the point 
was hotly contested. 
So. already, is 
tile m eaning of the som ewhat dif­ 
ferent language employed by Mr. 
Davis.

T ills Is a w arning issued by th e 
sta te d e p a rtm e n t of ag ricu ltu re to 
all fru it grow ers in P ennsylvania. 
"B orogen” is th e tra d e nam e for 
a n Insecticide com posed largely of 
coal ta r, a product w hich frequently 
"kills trees. 
Tw o years ago “B oro­ 
g en’* w as being sold as a control for 
fru it tree borers an d b a rk -eatin g 
rodents, w hen painted on th e tree 
tru n k s. 
A fter investigations by the bureau 
of p la n t in d u stry had .shown the 
d an g er involved bv using "B orogen” 
on trees, reg istratio n fo r legal sale 
of th is product in P ennsylvania w 
m 
refused by th e state. 
In spite of or 
prior to th is action, th e m a n u fa c­ 
tu re r placed th e m aterial 
in 
th e 
h an d s of ce rtain fru it growers, p rin ­ 
cipally gin th e cen tral p a rt oi th e 
com m onw ealth. 
W hile th e results 
have been conflicting, one grow er is 
know n to have ruined his young a p ­ 
ple o rch ard of th irty acres by a p ­ 
plying th is insecticide. 
M ore th a n 
tw o -th ird s of his trees were recently 


U sing as a b ait th e Bible q u o ta­

unscrupulous 
racketeers a re bleeding unemployed! 
salesm en of cash deposits on, p ro m ­ 


ises of jobs. 
R ecently th e sta te 
em ploym ent 
office in H arrisburg uncovered a n 
advertisem ent for Bible salesm en by 
a n irresponsible publishing concern. 
T he m en were required to pay a d e ­ 
posit of eig h t dollars an d a half on 
a “sam ple case” w ith a g u aran tee 
of a job. A num ber of unem ployed 
m en appealed to lrien d s to loan 
th em th e cash on th e stre n g th of 
w h at appeared to be a “sure fire'’ 
job—the first th a t m any of th e m 
h ad had in eighteen m onths. T h ey 
m anaged to get th e m oney som ehow 
and were told to report for work a t 
a la te r date. At the appointed tim e, 
cive .‘ales m anager had skipped tow n 
w ith the cash leaving no traces be­ 
hind. 
T o forestall sim ilar h eartb reak in g 
experiences by unem ployed 
sales­ 
m en elsew here, a w arning w as is­ 
sued today by A. W, M otley, D irec­ 
tor of th e sta te bureau of em ploy­ 
m ent. 
Urge Precaution 
“Never m ake a deposit for a sa m ­ 
ple case, for tra n sp o rta tio n , or for 
any other purpose p u t forw ard by 
alleged em ployer*,” said M otley to 
all job seekers. "B efore you pay out 
any m oney fo r a job consult th e 
n earest sta te em ploym ent office to 
be sure th a t you are dealing w ith a 
responsible concern." 
T h is w arning 
does not apply to private em ploy­ 
m e n t agencies th a t a re licensed and 
subject to inspection and in v esti­ 
gation by th e sta te bureau of em ­ 
ploym ent. 
In the case of th is Bible concern, 
th e so-called sales m anager relied 
upon th e sacredness of th e article 
sold to convince prospective sales­ 
m an of th e f in n s Food faith , 
l e ­ 
gitim ate Bible publishers welcome 
the sta te ’s efforts to drive these 
racketeers out of Pennsylvania. 
A special com m unication h as been 
sen t to all sta te em ploym ent offices 
telling su p erin ten d en ts to pay p a r­ 
ticular a tte n tio n to all ad v ertise­ 
m en ts for salesm en 
appearing in 
local new spapers, and to investigate 
thoroughly every propostion w hich 
requires a financial deposit.
